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Their Rights. 

The Secessionists and their sympathizers 
complain about the abridgment of their 
rights. Men are entitled to their opiaione, 
aui the free expression of them; of course 
they are. 

But {here may be a great difference a3 
to what are opinions. A man with a musket 
iu his hands might give you his opinion 
that he ought to shoot you. He could not 
complain if you showed him a pistol and 
threatened to blew his brains out. Such 
differences of opinion are not allowable, 
notwithstanding the constitutional freedom 
of thought and opinion. You might wrest 
the musket from the hands of a man who 
indulged in such freedom of thought, al- 
though a man has a c.nstuuticn&l right to 
bear arme. 

The Government is bound to protect the 
citizen in his constitutional rights; but then 
the citizen is bound to support the Govern- 
ment. If he undertakes to destroy it, it is 
not bound to protect him. These Southern 
Rights men entertain us about Lincoln’s 
violation of the Constitution. Lincoln, 
however, has rights, as President of the 
United States, more important for the good 
«f the country than the rights of one indi- 
vidual. These two rights come in conflict: 
both can’t exist together some times, and 
which shall prevail? If a man wishes his 
rights respected, let him respect the rights 
of other people. If he assails the rights of 
other people, his own may get in peril, and 
he has no one to blame but himself. 

When a rebellion starts against a govern 
ment all rights are at hazard; for the gov. 
ernmeat itself is assailed. How can it 
guaranty rights when its power is restrain- 
ed? It must save itself, or all the rights it 
is established tc protect must take their 
chances. The rights of the whole mass of 
(this country, under the Constitution, de- 
pend ca the power to preserve the Govern- 
.meat under that Constitution. 

To insure one right guarantied to an in- 
dividual is well, if it be possible: but if it 
can't be done by the government without 
-sacrificing itself, it will not be done. To 
eaorifice this whole Government for the sake 
of securing one guarantied right, is impos- 
sible. However important such a right may 
be, it is absurd to expect it shall stand in 
thevway of the salvation of a country. The 
abstract right may be conceded, but in such 
circumstances it never was preserved, and 
never will be. 

t0°*Greele7, the Gull Gun General, dors 
•not shout onward to Richmond these times, 
but he is engaged in a still more pestilent 
course. He says this is a rebel'ion got up 
for slavery; that none but those iu the slave 
interest are in the rebellion. In short, 
slavery is the cause of the rebellion, and to 
«nd it slavery must be crushed out. He 
would have come nearer the mark if he had 
caid anti-slavery was the cause; for if it 
had not been tor Abolitionism the ambitious 
demagogues of the South could never have 
turned a wheel in this rebellion.

Letter from Camp Sherman- 

Camp Sherman, Oct. 10, 1861. 
Messrs. Harsit, Hughes A Co.: 

Gentlemen: Yesterday your correspondent 
had the pleasure of again appearing on the 
Fair Grounds, and seeing the fine body of 
troops encamped there. After passing 
through Camp Sherman, through the kind, 
ness of Lieutenant Forman and others, we 
saw the drill of the cavalry regiment of 
Colonel Gayles. They number about four 
hundred men, all told, in companies, and 
parts cf companies, and are, all cf them, 
choice and efficient men, and remarkably 
well drilled- Every foot strikes the grcu»l 
at once, with the regularity of the tick of a 
clock, and the breast is thrown forward, the 
arms falling easily and naturally to the 
side. It is the opinion cf Your3, that Col 
Bayles’ regiment of cavalry will be one of 
the most efficient in the service, and if the 
grizzly-bearded Colonel and his gallant Cap 
tiins do not lead men where they ought to 
go, then there is a mistake in this expressed 
opinion to the contrary. 

Yours again passed the lines, entering 
Camp Sherman just as Colonel Pope was 
drawing up his men for dress parade. The 
Shelby Zouaves hal the right of the regi 
ment. At the tap of the drum, company 
after company fell into rank?, one after 
the other, with the regularity of machinery. 
The regiment being formed in a long line, 
the Colonel advanced and carried the troops 
through the manual of arms. The Sergeants 
and Captains reported, and again, at a taD 
of the magic drum, the long line fell into 
separate companies, and moved off rapidly 
to quarters. Numbers of ladies were pres 
eut, and added grace and beauty to ihc 
scene, like a bayonet trimmed with roses 
Colonel Pope, now becoming famous for 
his charaster and discipline, is a mau of 
about five feet ten inches in hight, slightly 
built, and of a swart complexion, very 
straight, as all We9t Point officers are 
Under irdiaary circumstances — that is, un- 
der an ordinary hat — he would be called 
handsome, but Antinous himself could not 
be beautiful under such a queer cap as the 
regulations of the army have put upon our 
soldiers. Why have they chosen such a cap? 
It is neither ornamental nor useful. In 
winter, which is coming upon us, the Eol- 
diers will have to buy fur caps, to protect 
themselves at night when on guard — in 
summer it does not shade the eyes or protect 
the face from the sun. An uglier cap was 
never seen — a cap that was of less use was 
never known; and if the whole tribe of 
Geaerals, from Scott and McClellan down 
to the most incompetent, were to assert the 
contrary, your correspondent would protest 
against it. 

After dress (?) parade, “yours” walked 
into the quarters of the Shelby Zouaves, for 
the simple reason that a soldier came up to 
him and his friend Harwood, of Shelby, and 
said: “Your Captain is up eta're:” and so 
he was. The moon was just laying a cloth 
of silver on the dark, greea carpet cf Camp 
ijhermau, making ihe whole 6cene, houses, 
soldiers, and sentinels, look, in the shade, 
like crayon sketches on white paper, when 
we walked to view the humors of the camp, 
and met — what do you think? — the most 
humorous company of all, Captain Garri. 
ty’s Irishmen. They were having a “ t tag” 
dance— that is, a cotillon of men. If you 
could have heard the jolly laughter, and 
seen the dirk figures moving in the camp 
fires, you would have said that whatever 
evils there might be in soldier life, there was 
a part of unquestioned fun. 

Captain Taylor invited the men of Gar- 
rity’s company to come into the floral hall, 
where his quarters are situated. 

The two companies — the Shelby Zouaves 
and the Irish company and other compa- 
nies — all gathere Jin, and we had “a circus.” 
A Zouave gave us a Kentucky “ break 
down,” and a drummer, who has been so 
unfortunate as to be born without bones, 
tied himself in a double knot as easily as 
you could tie a twine string. All the while 
Captain Garrity was making the fiddle talk ! 
A more jovial and gentlemanly set of men 
never told stories and sang songs by the 
fluttering light of camp fires. 

Yours seceded and rambled idly around, 
all by himself, taking remarkable care to 
avoid the insinuating point of a thirty foot 
bayonet. He was warned by hiB evil for- 
tune, in which his diaphragm was like to 
have been sliced with one of those tri-cor- 
nered implements of war. He wa9 resolved 
to go the “grand rounds.” He had staked 
his for-unes on going the grand rounds, 
and he was resolved, willy nilly, to see the 
handsome Adjutant. He passed the lines 
(he knew he would) with a most intense re- 
spect for the gun in the hands of the soldier, 
which he was told was loaded. He got to 
headquarters under the supervision of Capt 
Garrity. 

Imagine, Mr. Editor, a long table made of 
mahogany, and veneered with pine in the 
mo9t elegant manner. Adjutant McDowell 
at the top, flanked by tfie Sergeant Major 
and your correspondent. Each was required, 
with one modest exception, to sing a song, 
or tell a story, and in the midst of this the 
evening passed, until the time for the 
“grand rounds.”

Major , Adjutant , and “yours, 

truly,” started to make a reconnoisance. 

W e pawed one or two sentinels, easily and 



quietly giving and taking the oomntersign.

We have no countersign, and then there is 
a sort of stand and deliver business goes 

on, in which we fail to get past, until the 
Adjutant advances aud puts us through. 

The Sergeant attempts, at one post, to 
get past, turns indignantly round at the 
awkward manner in which he complains the 
sentinel holds his gun, and says, “Let me 
show you. how to handle a musket, seizing 
it at the same time. In a twinkling, our 
gallant Sergeant was thrown off and the 
oorl of the gun, the most horrid bore con- 
ceivable, directed straight at the “grand 
rounds.” The ^rgeant-Major had to ad- 
vance or Yours is .fra:* * eP 7 much afr * id ’ 
that he would have been, in ^b® language 
of the gallant cld Q taker ot New UrieailS, 
perforated.

The Jefferson City correspondent of the 
St. Louis Democrat, writing on the 8th 
inst., gives the following particulars of 
Gen. Fremont’s movements, when leaving 
that point: 

At break of day all was bustle and activ- 
ity in ths camps. Regiments had been 
leaving all night and were still striking their 
tents and moving off in the direction of the 
Sedalia road. General Fremont, with his 
staff and body guard, had been encamped on 
an eminence, about a mile south of the city 
and partly overlooking it. From early 
morning this had been the scene of prepa- 
ration and bustle. The tents were struck, 
carriages and baggage wagons disputed 
the passage at every step. Around 
the base cf the hill the bedy guard were 
equipping and mounting their horses. 
Brilliant staff officers rushed h6re and there, 
jabbering incomprehensible French to be- 
wildered Americans. The General himself 
could be seen moving from place to place 
with a handful of papers and followed by a 
cloud of Colonels and lesser lights asking 
for posting orders, or in most cases for 
explanations of orders. On the brow of 
the hill stood Mrs. Fremont, gaily chatting 
to a group of officers, her sole attendant a 
rather youngish looking lady with a jockey 
hat, who did the agreeable to another group 
of officers.

Parties who arrived in Jefferson city on 
the 7th, from Sedalia, report Price, on the 
2d, at Poague's Mills, on Grand river, 
twenty miles from Clinton, on the Papins- 
ville road McCuliooh was reported to be 
with him in person, while his army, under 
command of his brother, was advancing 
from Arkansas to join. A gentleman, who 
was in Lexington during Price’s stay, in- 
formed Msjor Martin that Price said he had 
been promised 60,000 armed men if he would 
come to Lexington — that he had been dis- 
appointed and must retreat. 

Passengers from Sedalia, who arrived in 
Jefferson City on the S‘.h, state that the rebel 
Price was at Rose Hill, in Johnson county, 
two or three days before, and state that he 
intends fortifying himself there: others re- 
port him at Grand river. The death of Mc- 
Culloch (the original) is again denied. 

A special di&patuh f re m w^hington says 
that the underground Maryland posteffiee 
to Virginia has been broken up, and those 
engaged in it taken in custody. 

In a Baptist church in Breckinridge 
county, there are one hundred and fifty- 
three members, and yet not one 0 / them dis- 
loyal. 

The steamer E. M. Ryland, lying at the 
St. Lcuis wharf, was totally destroyed by 
fire, en the evening of the 8th.. She had 
been in the Cairo trade, but had been with 
drawn for repairs. The boat was valued at 
$15,000. The origin of the fire is not 
known. There was a watchman on beard, 
but no hands, and she was entirely empty. 

The remnant of the Sixth Indiana regi- 
ment, which has been encamped near Mali 
son, Indiana, left for Kentucky yesterday 

The crew cf the steamer J. D. Perry, at 
St. Louis, took it into their heads, last Mon- 
day, to have a spree — they did so — refused 
to go to work, and left the boat in a body. 
Captain Reilly immediately lodged a com- 
plaint for desertion with the military author- 
ities and civil police.

HI3TOEY or HER OPERATIONS — THE VESSEL 
DISGUISED. 

[From the Boston Journal.] 

The following information concerning the 
visit of the privateer Sumpter, at Para- 
maribo, is from a private letter received in 
this city. It will be seen by the concluding 
paragraph that the Sumpter has been so 
disguised that she may elude the pursuit of 
our cruisers, and be able to do further mis- 
chief: 

Paramaribo, Duich Guinea, 1 . 

4 September 4, 1861. j 

There has been quite an excitement here, 
occasioned by the arrival at this pert cf the 
pirate steamer Sumpter. She came in here 
on the 19ih of August, being in want of coal 
aud other supplies. The moment she came

Dispatches were at once Bent off by the 
Consul to all the United States Consuls in 
the West Indies, by the mail which left the 
same day that the Sumpter arrived, 
notifying them that lt “J of oar men-cf- 
war vessels wei ® their posts to make 
them hurry up, as Sumpter would lie 
here some time. (Thea’ ^tention was td 1 
have itfk three days, prvfW lie 7 could 
get coal cn board). Then onf YauJ* 9 ® Coa- ’ 
sul went in to win. He first hired All .L* 
punts and lighters he could get hold of, &sr**v 
they must load everything iu that manner 
here. Then he went te the coal dealt rs and 
offered to purchase their coal, and succeed- 
ed with all but one. He tried hard to pre- 
vent this one, who had sold to the Captain 
(Slmmes) of the Sumpter before he got his 
letter. He was an Englishman, named 
Wright, and a very wealthy planter. So far, 
so good! Now for them to get this coal on 
board; the Consul had all the punts and 
lighters. They began by boats and flats, 
and worked all day and night, and only got 
on board one hundred and eighty tuns (he 
wanted four hundred). 

The mail came in and brought new3 that 
the Keystone State was at Barbadoes on ths 
21st of July, in search of him. Then 
they began to hurry some. Finally, they 
got hold of a punt that the Consul had 
already hired, and would not give it up. 

He (the Consul) eent to take it one night, 
when up jumped half a dozen of the Sum- 
ter's men, with revolvers, and snore that 
ths punt should not leave their hands until 
the coal was all on board. The authorities 
would not meddle with the affair, and they 
finished coaling on the 31st and put to sea. 

The amount of the whole story is that the 
authorities are afraid of the Sumter, as she 
had run by the forts, and could command 
the town with her guns. The deserters say 
that nearly all the crew are Northern meu 
with northern principles, but were driven 
ta enlist by actual starvation, in New Or- 
leans, as there was nothing to eat and noth- 
ing to do. They also say that the en- 
S :no<i of th« Au niter can not be run but a 
few hours, as it heats so, anl n tne Brook- 
lyn kept after her a short time they would 
have been overhauled. Eefore coming out 
they took away all the oil and the lamps 
from the lighthouse. There is a small bay 
near the mouth of the Mississippi where 
they send their prize®; it is very shallow 
water. They (the desertera) state that all 
the prizes have been taken 07 the Sumter 
showing false colors. When they see a ves- 
sel they run up the stars and stripes, Eng- 
lish, French or Spanish flag, bat when they 
see a good sized steamer they rua. She 
mounts four 32 a and one pivot gun, bat has 
not men enough, having only sixty-four 
all told. They have lost a great many by • 
desertion. 

Information has just been received from 
the light ship of this port, that when the 
Sumter was a few miles at sea they took 
down the smoke stack, closes their ports, 
and completely changed her rig and appear <fhce , 
and she now resembles a common merchant 
bark.

Breckinridge Alive and in Virginia. 



IMPORTANT ROUTES -POSITIONS THAT3HODLD 
BE HELD BY UNION FORCES. 

John C. Breckingridge, the ungrateful 
and unprincipled political demagogue who 
so long wore a semblance of Unionism to 
disguise his real intentions of self aggran. 
dizment by supporting the rebellion, has 
recently been very busy in endeavoring to 
croate secession sentiments and secure rebel 
troops. The Cincinnati papers of Saturday 
locate him on Thursday last in Greenup, 
the extreme northeastern county of Ken- 
tucky, Now, we have it from reliable 
au horGy that within the last two weeks 
Breckinridge has traveled more than two 
hundred miles by carriage road, spent 
three days at one point recruiting, spoken 
at several other places, and was, the middle 
of last week ,at Tazewell C. H., Tazewell 
county, Va. The location where the rumor 
iu the Cincinnati paper3 “killed” him, is 
nearly two hundred miles from Tazewell, 
and he cctxld not have reached “his 
camp” in the few hours that intervened 
between his speech at Tazewell »Bd the time 
when he ia reported to have been shot. 

The route over which Mr. B traveled, as 
above gta'ed. was as follows: 

From Owingsville, in Bath county, (vi* 
West Liberty, iu Morgan county), to Pres- 
tonburg, Floyd county, Ky. At this latter 
place he ma e a speech and rallied some 
three hundred recruits. Theccs to Pike- 
ton, iu Pike county, (where he staid three 
days), and thencs across the Cumberland 
Mountains, at Djgwood Gap, into Virginia, 
through Buchanan, Russell, and Tazewell 
counties, to Tazeweil courthouse, where ho 
remained. 

On this route there are excellent turn- 
pikes. There is also a superior turnpike 
from Piketon south through Pike county to 
the Cumberland Mountains, along the base 
of the mountains to VYhitesburg in Letcher 
county, and eastward through the Pound or 
Sounding Gap into Wise oounty, Virginia, 
th«nce south to Eiiellville, in Soott county, 
and northeast to Abingdon, Washington 
county, on the Tennessee and Virginia 
Railroad Tazeweil and Abingdon are 
Connected by good turnpikes,

The Thirtieth regiment Indiana volun- 
teers arrived yesterday from Indianapo- 
lis, and marched to the Nashville depot 
This is a very fine looting body of men, in 
command of Colonel S. S. Bass, and is finely 
uniformed, armed, and equipped.

Death of a Captain. — Wednesday morn- 
ing, Captain E. F. Pletschke, Company B, 
Colonel Heeker’s regiment, died at Dr. 
Barth’s, in this city. The funeral ceremo- 
nies will take place at ten o’clock Friday 
morning. Captain Pletschke was formerly 
a Professor in Appleton College, and leaves 
a wife and several children to mourn their 
lose. We understand that his remains will 
be forwarded to his family. His disease was 
congestion of the lungs. 

Germah Regiment. — We learn that a 
movement is on foot in this city to raise a 
German regiment, and we have no doubt it 
will be raised immediately. 

Lieut. Col. Owen, of the 15th Indiana, 
will resign his commission in that regiment 
and proceed, by authority of Gov. Morton, 
to raise another regiment. 

Another regiment is to be raised in the 
First Congressional District, Indiana, to 
rendezvous at Princeton. 

The 29th Indiana regiment is expected 
to day, as the 29th ani 30th were both 
ordered to Kentucky from Indianapolis 
Wednesday. Four companies of the 30th 
are armed with the Enfield rifle, the rest 
with the Springfield musket. 

A scouting party of the Maysville Home 
Guards, a few nights ago took possession cf 
thirty-five horses, belonging to a secession, 
ist named McKrell, near Maysiick, who was 
reported to be about starting to the South 
wi:h the horses. McKrell disappeared. 

The precinct of Sardis, in Mason county, 
has already raised one company and will 
soon have another in the field. 

The Maysville E igle, of the 8:h, has the 
feliowing particulars of tho aff iir at Kenton- 
tewn : 

On last Thursday night a squad of sol- 
diers belonging to Capt. Gault’s company 
rece ved orders to proceed to Kentontown, 
in Harrison county, and arrest one Vanhook, 
a desperate and violent secessionist of that 
place. Vanhook’s home had been the place 
of rendezvous for Cameron’s secession com- 
pany which recently left Kentontown to join 
Zol'-icofi'er, and be bad contributed material 
aid besides inducing a number of men to 
enter the Confederate service. Gault and 
his men reached Vanhook’s house about 
daylight and surrounded it, shortly after 
which Vanhook appeared at the door. Capt. 
Gault informed him that he had a warrant 
for hie arrest, and had come to execute it, 
and that he must yield himself a prisoner. 
Vanhook ran back into the house, but soon 
reappeared with a gun, with which he fired 
upon the second Lieutenant of the company, 
young Griffith, inflicting a wound from 
which the latter died a few minutes after- 
wards. Gault’s men theu returned the tire, 
completely riddling Vaahook’s body, and 
killing him instantly. Several other shots 
were fired from the house, none cf which 
took effect, and several men who were stay- 
ing there were arrested. 

Nxws from Kanawha. — Capt. C. G. 
Broadwell, of Co. G, 34th Ohio regiment, 
has arrived in CincinRati direct from the 
Kanawha. He reports the 1st Kentucky 
at Charleston, the 2d (Col. Woodruff’s) at 
Gauley, Gen. Roseor&ns at Mountain Cove, 
a strong pcs tion, 25 miles beyond Gauley. 
Gen. Lee's whereabouts are noi accurately 
known, but some conjecture that he pro- 
poses to enter Eistern Kentucky, and «,aat 
hi$ Column is 10,000 strong. News from 
Rosecrans is as late as S aa d&y morning. 
He h&i noi had a a engagement but the 
forces at G auley thought they heard can- 
nonading on the 26:h ult. The weather 
in that region is terrible; almost incessant 
rains falling; not 48 hours clear weather 
for eome time. The fight at Chapmansville, 
of which we hive already given many par. 
titulars, was a bloody affair. Col. Davis, 
of North Carolina, commander of the rebel 
forces engaged in that affair, was wounded 
and taken prisoner. He h .8 since ‘died.

The Maysville Eagle learns that a seces- 
sionist named Martin, who was wounded in 
the skirmish at Grayson, believing himself 
to be dying, confessed that his party were 
on their way to a secession camp near 
Prestonville, under command of John 8. 
Williams, the defeated congressional candi- 
date in the Mayeville district; further, that 
a plan had been agreed upon by the 
secessionists in the eastern part of the 
State, including the counties of Mason, 
Fleming, Lewis, Bath, Rowan, Greenup, 
Carter, Boyd, and others, to assemble near 
Prestonburg, organize and drill; to be met 
there by reinforcements from Virginia, and 
move with a large force and seize Maysville 
The Eagle says that Williams is in Floyd 
county at the head of a body of desperate 
men. 

A man named Watts was arrested last 
Thursday in Germantown, Mason connty, 
for recruiting men for the rebel army. 

Our dispatches will be found interesting 
this morning. The correspondent of the 
St Louis Republican gives us the particu- 
lars of Price’s movements. Heavy cannon- 
ading was heard yesterday in the direction 
of Lewinsville, and it is not improbable that 
an engagement has taken place at that 
point. Secretary Cameron arrived in Cin- 
cinnati yesterday. 

One of the good items of news frem 
Washington is that Gen McDowell is to be 
made a Major General and placed in com- 
mand of the divisions cf the grand army. 
He has proved himself a capital officer and 
will do honor to his position. 

Capt. Standard’s rifled battery, 1st Ohio 
Artillery, left Cincinnati on Monday for 
Kentucky, and the Commercial thinks Capt. 
Kinney’s was on the point of leaving, also 
for service in this State. 

As the afternoon train on the Little Miama 
R. R was approaching the Duffield station, 
Wednesday afternoon, at the rate of thirty- 
five miles an hour, the engineer discovered 
a rail placed obliquely across the track, 
and instantly whistled down brakes. The 
engine striking the rail, was thrown from 
the track down a steep embankment. In 
the train were two baggage and four pas- 
senger cars, and their escape from entire 
destruction is looked upon as providential 
The Commercial of yesterday gives the fol- 
lowing particulars : 

1 he engine wa* wrenched from the rest 
of the train, which rushed on, the forward 
trucks of the second car being off the track. 
A few rpd? ahead, in crossing a cattle 
guard, the kinder trucks of the last car but 
one, which here left the track or was off 
before, started off down the embankment on 
their own hook. Fortunately a pile of ties 
obstructing the way, stopped the car, and 
uncoupled it from the four forward ones, 
which still kept the track, while the car 
burst through its side and still kept its up- 
right position. 

Strange to say, not a passenger in the 
cars was injured A lady and a gentleman 
sitting opposite the fracture were thrown 
across the car, without the slightest injury. 
A boy wbo distributes the morning papere 
to subscribers on the line — Edward Kohn 
by name — wa 9 thrown from the engine 
and wounded in the leg. A station hand, 
Thomas Nolan, unable to get cut of the 
way, was struck by the engine am bruised 
in the face and forehead, but was able to be 
moved comfortably in a 9hort time, and will 
doubtless recover. Another hand, Richard 
Mitchell, had his right arm broken. It was 
a simple fracture, above the elbow, and was 
set at once by an army surgeon present. 

A ship called the “Ashland’’ was to have 
been taken by a crew of traitors from San 
Francisco to Acapulco and fitted out as a 
Jeff. Davi3 privateer. Tae vessel was 
seized by the surveyor of the port at San 
Francisco just in tune. 

Otlr dispatches this morning tell us that 
Col. De Villiers, who has reached Washing- 
ton after escaping from Richmond, ia to be 
commissioned as a Brigadier General.
